Two yeara and a hall have elapsed since 
thBinlmbitant«of.,ihe IMe of Candia or 
Crete rose in arma, against Turkish ru 
and (or a time the war was WBg?d with ter- 
rible vigor on tho •.{daof tbb inBurrectionists 
asBiited by Greek subjects, who.e movo 
ments wtre ooonived at by their Govern- 
ment with the object of jestorioR the island 
to its ancient position ai a dependency of the 
Grecian Empire. Armed steannerB, carrying 
tho Greek flag and laden veith euip'^8« of all 
kinds, viBited the island with impunity and 
oonlributed to prolong ft atrugglo which, but 
for ibeir intorferenca would have been 
speedily suppreesod In a Btruggle be 
tweon the Moslem and the Cbtiatian, the 
Bympathies of all Cbristendom roust rest with 
appeared bo utterly hopeless, and the design 
of the revoluiionistB aad their abettors— to 
involve Russia and eveDtoally all Europe in 
■the latter; but tho Cietan contest from tho first 
■war by reopening the Eastern Qaostion— so 
plainly manifest, that the moral support 
of Europe wai readily eooorded the Tmks. 
The objdot of Greece boiug nn entirly self- 
ish one.' BO long as it was not her own peo- 
ple who were put to the sword or reduced to 
abject misery and starvation, nor her own 
fair lands that were scaried and seamed 
and desolated by the rush of contending 
armies, she was well content to annually 
vote a certain sum to be used ostensibly in 
"aiding the spread of the Gospel," but really 
to assist the Cretans la their desperate 
struggle to throw oB the Turkish yoke. 
At first the Turks exhibited great imbecility 
in their, operations, and for upwards of a 
year the rebels whipped every army soot 
against them. Even the renowned Omar 
Pasha, who acquired great distinction by 
his dash and bravery during the Crimean 
war, was outgeneraled and lorced to retire 
discomatled from tho island. But for 
twelve months past, ibo Turks, have put 
forth greater exertions, and have succeeded 
in breaking tho back of the insurrection and 
rednciug the rebels to a few predatory 
bands infesting Iho maintainotia districts. 
To there bands the Greeks continue to extend 
the Bamo aid and comfort as when the whole 
island was In revolt. Deprived of the as- 
Bistanci of the Greeks quiet would be in'- 
atantly reatored to the island and ibo people 
suffered to engage nniDternpied in their 
industrial and pastoral pursuits. Having got 
the rebellion well in hand, the Turks have 
lately turned their attention to its aiders and 
abettors; and it was against a coniinoanco 
of Qreoian assistance that the ultimatum was 
directed. The Greeks (the telegraph informs 
US) having rejected the ultimatom, theTnrkieb 
Government has dismisBfld toe Greek Minis- 
ter, and diploraatio relations between the 
countries are suspended. Tho polFoy of 
Turkey (it . has been asserted in despatches 
previonaly reoeiTCd)^ is approved by all the 
Great Powers, inolnding Russia, who have 
witnoBBei' passively the Btruggle, and have 
beoosse oonvlnced that the cause of the Cre- 
tans is hopeless, and the course of the Greek 
the very "worst that could be pursued in the 
interest of humanity. Whether tho Oteeks 
^ill Bullenly yield a compliance to the de- 
mand of Turkey after the extreme step 
taken by the latter, it is impossible to con- 
jecture ; but shruld tliey decide for war, a 
long and bloody struggle— which may event- 
ually light up a general European oontlagra- 
tioQ — must reenlt. 

It would seem from the tenor of the des« 
patches which wo publish this morning, that 
Mr Reverdy Johnson has brouKht the vexed 
question of the Alabama Claims to a point 
This Btatemont seems to have taken tho 
English papers by eurprise, equally wiib 
ourselves. Should the terms of agtcement 
be approved of by the Government at Waeh- 
ington, a soutoe of deep anxiety for both 
nations will be finally removed, and a friend- 
ly Jeeling established, which will be bailed 
with Binceta pleasure on both sides of the 
Atlantic. In aocomplishlDg so diffioalt a 
task (if he has aooomplisbed it) Mr Johnson 
has Becured for bImseU a proud position in 
the hlstoty of his country, and notwitfasiand- 
ing the attacks made upon him by hi* politi- 
cal oponents, bo will secnro tl:c respect and 
support of all thinking men iu his own 
country. The great difficulty in the matter 
was to arrive at a solution by which the 
honor of cither nation would not be coinpro 
misedj This wo sincerely trust has been the 
case, and we anxiously look for further ud 
vioea ooBflrmiuK this trnly important news.

Jastice as the law at present stands; the 
Goverotnent when wronged has the right 
(and a very proper one) of compelling 
periormanoe of a conpact made with it. 
but this right is denied to the other side, 
Individuals are therefore obliged to trnst 
solely to the Jionor of the Qovernmeut 
for tho fulfilmuut of its agreemente; what 
this (jlorious privilege is worth I shall 
hereafter show. Our Legislature slioukl 
f possiblo cure tliis glai'lng defect. Even 
n tlie matter of ordinary correspoudocco 
with tho Govornraent, however urgent 
your business may bo, should you obtain 
ntteutioD within three or four mouths you 
may consider yourself are highly favored. 
If this is studying tho public good, then 
the government certainly deserve all 
praise.

Editor Bnixtsn Colonist : — May I 
i you to give room to a fsw lines iu 
the columns of your paper iu regard to 
the neglect and hardship we sufl'er at this 
place. The saw niilU with tho shipping 
thoy bring here aro tho main support o 
New Westminster and yield a largo 
revenue to the colony, yet for more than 
month the stogo coach has been unable 
to ran from the impassable state of tho 
road between the Inlet and New West- 
minster, and this (unbsa we have a bard 
frost) will continue nntil the hegining of 
nextsummer. The Qovernment well know 
that it can never be made a good road 
except at a coat which the colony cannot 
now afford, yet year after year they con- 
tinue to waste money on it, when a good 
road running on a gravel ridgo through 
the burnt district to False Creek, which 
would last years withoat expensive repairs, 
could bo made for little moro than was 
spent on the the present road this year, it 
has already bean aurvoyed and the cost of 
making it is well known to the Govern- 
ment.
